More or less has been said the 
ast few weeks in the city papers 
oncoming a new bridge across the 
Visconsin river at this point, some 
refermg to tear out the old bridge 
ud put in a new modern structure, 
•hile there is also a faction that 
rould like to see a bridge put in 
cross the river starting at a point 
irectly above the WIttej; hotel and 
oming onto the west side directly 
elow the Consolidated Mill. In the 
rst place we would say that two 
ridges are impracticable in a town 
f this size, or of one even cou- 
iderably larger, and, in the second 
lace the site up river is undesirabla 
hrough the fact that the volume of 
usiness and business places are 
owii 
where the 
present bridge 


tands. 


What we want first is one good 
ridge across the river and we want 
: in a place where it will benefit the 
lost people. We would say that the 
resent site is the place for the new 
ridge should there be one put in. 
fot because the Tribune office 
is 


ear the present site nor because any 
ther single business is in this ueigli- 
iorhood, but becaube the great ma- 
ority ot the business of the city is 
n the immediate vicinity of the pres- 
nt bridge and was put there with 
he intention of having it close to 
he bridge. The main street of the 
vest side leads directly down to this 
ridge the town was built around 
his bridge and any attempt toward 
Tioving the bridge up the river is 
jraclically deceiving the people who 
have already erected their places of 
msiuess. Putting the bridge up the 
•iver would be much like many of 
hese towns where the depot is about 
a mile or two from the village, it's 
here all right and you have to use 
t, but it's not where they would 
ilace it if it were to bo placed by 
he people. The bridge up there 
would lead to nowhere on the west 
ide, and would exclude the big pait 
if the business district on the east 
The present bridge starts in the busi- 
ness district and ends in the business 
listrict, 
Putting a new bridge- up 


he river would mean that the pres- 
ent bridge would be left where it is, 
hus requiring constant repair, as it 
would receive the balance of the 
.raffle anyway, and if It is in a safe 
condition for heavy travel it has a 
clever method of hiding the fact. It 
would be a fine thing to put in a 
lew bridge and a few months later 
lave to spend several thousand for 
•epairs on the old one. 
Then the 


act that we have the old one to place 
across Lake Biron when we take it 
out is additional evidence that that 
s the proper scheme. 
Taken all in 


all it seems that there is really no 
argument about the matter when the 
community as a whole is considered, 
and it is quite likely that if we put 
n a new bridge it will be on the 
site of the present structure. 


One of the local papers takes up 


the matter and says that the present 
width of Vine between the bridge 
and Second street is but 34 feet, and 
that to increase 
the size of the 


bridge would mean that the build- 
ings on Vine street would have to be 
condemned. This statement was no 
doubt made in good faith after Idok- 
ing at the plat of this section. How- 
ever, the actual width is really 54 
feet. 
An additional 24 feet was al- 


lowed after the plat was drawn up. 
As the present bridge has an 18 foot 
driveway, it means that we could 
double this driveway, leaving the 
sidewalks the width of those on the 
bridge, and still not take up the 
complete street.

tell them whether it was worth the 
price that is being asked for it. H is 
the theory of some people that one 
party is always beaten in a horso 
trade, and where the horses are be- 
ing handled b ya traveling dealer this 
is probably a fact, and tho chances 
are that it is not the dealer that gets 
skinned. 
It would seem as if every 


farmer would have some friend who 
;ould give him a bit of advice on an 
occasion of this kind and thus save 
him from squandering his money for 
something that will be of no use to 
him.

ings on Vine street would havo to be 
condemned. 
This statement was no 


doubt made in good faith after look- 
ing at the plat of this section. How- 
ever the uctual width is really 54 
feet. 
An additional 24 feet was al- 


lowed after the plat was drawn up. 
As the; present bridge has an 18 foot, 
driveway, It means that we could 
double this driveway, 
leaving 
the 


sidewalks the width of those on the 
bridge, and still not take up the 
comnlete street.

ters of bronze the story of her sons. She has seen 
them march out of her sallyports singing "Benny 
Havens, Oh!" and seen them brought back while 
minute guns were echoing among tlie granite hills 
that surround her 
The history of West Point is 


closely interwoven with thai of our country; West 
Pointers have written bright pages in the annals 
of the land. 
Their blood has watered Western plains and Northern 


wilds of snow, 
, 
, 
, 
Has stained Sierras liiffliest peaks, where piercing 


wind e'er blow, 
Has dyed deep red the Everglades, and deeper still, 


The bacred Montezuma shades and walls oE Meiico 
Wherever duty has summoned them West Point- 


ers have carried "Benny Havens, Oh!" 


The story of Bunny Havens is almost as old as 


that of the academy itself. Many, many years ago, 
in 1S24 to be precise, Benny Havens took up his 
residence on the southern border of what then 
constituted the post of West Point. Almost Im- 
mediately he and the cadets became friends. 


He was a Denial soul, generous, and of good com- 


pany and an Inimitable spinner of yarns, and he 
invariably plied his visitors with buckwheat cakes 
and maple sirup 
Soon his refreshments acquired 


such fame that cadets often slipped away from 
their duties and made their way to Benny's retreat, 
where they found oblivion for their disciplinary 
woes. 
Almost every night after taps saw half a 


dozen dating cadets, who should have been in bed, 
gathered around Benny's bountiful table. 


Only for n short time did Benny's fare confine 


itself to buckwheat cakes and maple sirup. Grog 
and wine were added to the menu, an addition 
whereby Benny's popularity increased 
tenfold. 


About this time the West Point authorities, who 
had previously shut their eyes to Benny's liberali- 
ties, decided that the time had come to declare a 
blockade on Benny m so far as cadets were con- 
cerned, and consequently Benny's haven of delight 
became "off limits" for the future generals and 
punishment was meted out by those caught run- 
ning the blockade. 
Jefferson Davis, 
afterward 


president of the Confederate states, had the dis- 
tinction of being among the first batch of cadets 
court-martialed 
for midnight revels at Benny 


Havens'. 


Benny was warned that his generosity to cadets 


was demoralizing to discipline and that unless he 
•called a halt summary proceedings would result. 
He was unable to reiuse those few cadets who 
"ran it out" to his home and finally he was expelled 
from the post shortly after 1S29, taking up his abode 
at the base of a high cliff near the river's edge 
about a mile below West Point. Here he lived in 
a small frame house until his death In 1877 at the 


Point—Grant, Fitzhugh Lee, Kheimun, Ouster mill 
others—spent happy hours-ln Bennj's tetieat. 


In 1838 Lieut. Lucius O'Brien of the Eighth 


United States infantry paid a visit to Cadet Ilipley 
A. Arnold, who was then a first classman. 


Arnold introduced O'Brien to Benny Havens, a 


warm friendship at once springing up between the 
two. 
In the academy at this time were John 


Thomas Metcalfe, who after graduation studied 
medicine and became oue of, the foremost surgeons 
in the country, and Irvin McDowell, who com- 
manded the Union forces at the first battle of Bull 
Run. 
Both Metcalfe and McDowell were greiit 


friends of Benny. 


Benny Havens, Lieutenant O'Brien, Slot calf L- and 


Arnold'together composed the original five verses 
of the song "Benny Havens, Oh!" and set it to tlie 
tune of "The Wearing of the Green." An obituary 
notice of Doctor Metcalfe .says • "He had an early 
taste for versifying, and with skill at the guitar 
und a good tenor voice, composed many a ditty 
to pass away the idle time. It was thus that he 
wrote the celebrated song 'Benny Ibivens, Oh!'" 


It Is not what would be called good poelry Some 


of It is crude. Today there are about 50 verses, 
almost all of which were composed before Benny's 
denth in 1877. Class after class added a verse. In 
the waning years of Benny's life almost every 
night the cadets sang them through, crowding 
round Benny, with glasses full, while their hosi led 
them with his fiddle and his low clear buiyione. 
This fiddle, by the way, is still in possession of an 
old citizen of Highland Falls.

Many of those froin the North and South, 
who had been friends of Benny, fell on the field 
of glory—Munassas, Antletam, Gettysburg,

Wilderness and a hundred other places were 
stained with the blood of West Pointers. 


There was little gayety at Benny's duiing the 


stern four years, for Benny was getting old and 
the almost daily news of the loss of his former 
friends on the battlefield robbed hi n of his old- 
time llghthearledness.

Farm Lean Act, Federal Reserve Bank 


Provisions for Warehouse and Mar 
keting Facilities Are Part of Pro- 
gram Executed by Democrats. 


No administration has ever done so 


much to advance the agriculture in 
tc-retts of the United States as that of 
President Wilson. 
The record is set 


forth chiefly arid effectively in a let 
tor written by the President to Con 
gressmun A. P. Lever, Chairman ol 
the Committee on Agriculture of the 
[louse of Kepresentatives, as follows 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Washington. 


August 11, 1916. 


My dear Mr. Lever: 


It has given me much satisfaction 


to approve today the bill making ap- 
propriations for the Department of 
Agriculture for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1017, and for other purposes 
bccuu.se the bill not only makes very 
generous provision for the improve- 
ment of farm production In the na- 
tion and for investigations and demon- 
strations in the field of the marketing 
of farm crops and of the organization 
of rural life, but also contains three 
well conceived measures designed to 
Improve market practices and the stor- 
age and financing of staple crops. As 
the passage of this bill marks the 
practical completion of an important 
part of the program for the better- 
ment of rural life which was mapped 
out at the beginning of the administra- 
tion, I feel that I cannot let the oc- 
casion pass without conveying to you 
and your associates In both houses 
my appreciation of the service ren- 
dered to the nation in strengthening 
Its great agricultural foundations. 


The record, legislative as well as 


administrative, is a remarkable one. 
It speaks for Itself and needs only to 
be set forth. 


1. Appreciation of the Importance 


of agriculture has been shown through 
greatly and intelligently Increased ap- 
propriations for its support. 


2. Particular pains have been taken 


to foster production by every promising 
means, and careful thought has been 
given especially to the matter of in- 
creasing the meat supply of the nation. 


3. Greatly increased provision has 


been made, through the enactment of 
the Co-operative Agricultural Exteni 
sion Act, for conveying agricultural 
information to farmers and for induc- 
ing them to apply it. This piece of 
legislation is one of the most signifi- 
cant and far reaching measures for 
the education of adults ever adopted 
by any government. It provides for 
co-operation between the States and 
tho Federal Government. 
This Is a 


highly Important and significant prin- 
ciple. When the Act is in full opera- 
tion there will be expended annually 
under Its terms, from Federal and 
State sources alone, a total of over $S,- 
000.000, in the direct education of the 
fanner; and this amount is being and 
will be increasingly supplemented by 
contributions from local sources. 
It 


will permit the placing in each of the 
2,850 rural counties of the nation two 
farm demonstrators and specialists 
who will assist the demonstrators in 
the more difficult problems confront- 
ing them. 


4. Systematic provision for the first 


time has been made for the solution 
of problems in that Important half of 
agriculture which concerns 
distribu- 


tion—marketing, rural finance, and 
rural organization. 


5. Provision was made promptly 


for the creation of an Office of Mar-, 
kets and Rural Organization and the 
appropriations for this Office, Includ- 
ing those for enforcing new laws de- 
signed to promote better marketing, 
have been increased to $1,200,000. The 
more difficult problems of marketing 
are being investigated and plans are 
111 operation for furnishing assistance 
to producers of perishables through a 
market news service. 
A similar ser- 


vice for live stock interests will be 
Inaugurated during the year. 


6: The problems of securing the 


uniform grading of staple crops, of 
regulating dealings and traffic in them, 
of developing a better system of wnre- 
louses, and of providing more avail- 
able collateral for farm loans has been 
successfully dealt with. 


T. Under the Cotton Futures Act 


standards for cotton have been estab- 
ished, the operations of the futures 
exchanges have been put nnder super- 
vision, and the sale of cotton has been 
jlaced on a firmer basis. 


S. The United States Grain Stand- 


ards Act will secure uniformity in the 
grading of grain, enable the farmer 
:o obtain fairer prices for his product, 
md afford him an incentive to raise 
setter grades of grain. 


9. The United States Warehouse 


Act will enable the Department of 
Agriculture to license bonded ware- 
louses in tlie various states. It will 
ead to the development of better stor- 
age facilities for staple crops and will 
make possible the issuance of reliable 
warehouse receipts which will be wide- 
ly and easily negotiable.

tnent Is the Federal Aid Koad Act. 
This measure will conduce to the es- 
tablishment of more effective highway 
machinery in each state, strongly in- 
fluence the development of good roa& 
building along right lines, stimulate 
larger production and better market- 
Ing, promote a fuller and more attrac-, 
live rural life, add greatly to the con- 
venience and economic welfare of all 
the people and strengthen the national 
foundations. The Act embodies sound 
principles of road legislation and will 
safeguard the expenditure of the funds 
arising under the Act cot only, bur 
will also result in the more efficient 
use of the large additional sums made- 
available by States and localities. 


11. The Federal Reserve Act bene- 


fits the farmer, as it does all the other 
people of the nation, by guaranteeing 
better banking, safeguarding the cred- 
it structure of the country, and pre- 
venting panics. 
It takes particular 


note of the special needs of the farmer 
by making larger provision for loans 
through national banks on farm mort- 
gages and by giving farm paper a ma- 
turity period of six months.

For this reason quarantine 


should be maintained for a consider- 
able period, usually,from six to eight 
weeks, and the above 
precautions 


should be adhered to during this 
time. 
Disinfection of the room fol- 


.owing recovery is advisable.

to give the users of letter postage th 
benefit of this increased volume. 


Attention is being called by tlie as 


sociation to the fact that many larg 
eastern magazines are enjoying an 
almost free rate of one cent 
pe 


pound for the distribution of thei 
periodicals, although those who an 
familiar with the situation say tha 
it costs the government over eigh 
cents a pound to distribute them 
Train load after train load of maga 
zines leave eastern cities for point 
all over the United States, the gov 
eminent transporting, handling anc 
distributing ultimately a copy at a 
time at one cent a pound, althougl 
the actual expense is many fold in 
excess o£ that amount. That thesi 
magazines which are growing rich 
through charging fabulous sums fo 
advertising should pay cost at car 
riage is now regarded as an indis 
pu table fact by those familiar with 
conditions in the postal department 
and it is said that a readjustment o 
rates will certainly be made at no 
distant day. 


If the letter users of the country 


are paying on their mail double the 
cost of its carriage it is held to be 
only fair that magazines should pay 
their full share of the general ex 
pense, but at the present time it is 
claimed that while letter postage pays 
a surplus of over $75,000,000, the 
nagazines eat up this surplus by 
having their product carried at an 
almost free rate.

Farm Loan Act, Federal Reserve Bank, 


Provisions for Warehouse and Mar- 
keting Facilities Are Part of Pro- 
gram Executed by Democrats. 


No administration has ever done so 


much lo advance the agriculture In- 
terests of the United States as that oi 
President Wilson. 
The record Is set 


forth chiefly and effectively in a let 
Lc;r written by the President to Con 
i;i'essri:uii A. F. Lever, Chairman of 
the Committee on Agriculture of the 
llouKe of Representatives, as follows' 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Washington. 


August 11, 1916. 


My dear Mr. Lever: 


It tms given me much satisfaction 


to approve today the bill making ap 
propriations for the Department of 
Agriculture for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1017, and for other purposes 
because the bill not only makes very 
generous provision for the improve- 
ment of farm production In the na- 
tion and for investigations and demon- 
strations in the Held of the marketing 
of farm crops and of the organization 
of rural life, but also contains three 
well 'conceived measures designed to 
Improve- market practices and the stor- 
nge and financing of staple crops. As 
the passage of this bill marks the 
practical completion of an important 
part of the program for the better- 
ment of rural life which was mapped 
out at the beginning of the administra- 
tion, I feel that I cannot let the oc- 
casion puss without conveying to -you 
and your associates in both houses 
my appreciation of the service ren- 
dered to the nation in strengthening 
Its great agricultural foundations. 


The record, legislative r.s well us 


administrative, is a remarkable one. 
It speaks for itself and needs only to 
be set forth. 


1. Appreciation of the Importance 


of agriculture has been shown through 
greatly and intelligently increased ap- 
propriations for its support. 


2. Particular pains have been taken 


to foster production by every promising 
means, and careful thought has been 
given especially to the matter of in- 
creasing the meat supply of the nation. 


3. Greatly increased provision has 


been made, through the enactment of 
the Co-operative Agricultural Exten-. 
sion Act, for conveying agricultural 
information to farmers and for induc- 
ing them to apply it. This piece of 
legislation Is one of the most .signifi- 
cant and far reaching pleasures for 
the education of adults ever adopted, 
by any government. It provides for 
co-operation between the States and 
the Federal Government. This is a 
highly important and significant prin- 
ciple. When the Act is in full opera- 
tion there will be expended annually 
under its terms, from Federal and 
State sources alone, a total of over ?S,- 
GOO.OOO, in the direct education of the 
farmer; and this amount is being and 
will be increasingly supplemented by 
contributions from local sources. 
It 


will permit the placing in each of the 
2,850 rural counties of the nation two 
farm demonstrators and specialists 
who will assist the demonstrators in 
the more difficult -problems confront- 
ing them. 


4. Systematic provision for the first 


time has been made for the' solution 
of problems in that important half of 
agriculture which concerns 
distribu- 


tion—marketing, rural finance, and 
rural organization. 


C. Provision was made promptly 


for the creation of an Office of Mar-, 
kets and Rural Organization and the 
appropriations for this Office, includ- 
ing those for enforcing new laws de- 
signed to promote better marketing, 
have been increased to $1,200,000. The 
more difficult problems of marketing 
are being investigated and plans are 
lu operation for furnishing assistance 
to producers of perishables through a 
market news service. 
A similar ser- 


vice for live stock interests will be 
inaugurated during the year. 


G~. The prqblems of securing 
the 


uniform grading of staple crops, of 
regulating dealings and trafllc in them, 
of developing a better system of ware- 
houses, and of providing more avail- 
able collateral for farm loans has been 
successfully dealt with. 


7. Under the Cotton Futures Act 


standards for cotton have been estab- 
lished, the operations of the futures 
exchanges have been put under super- 
vision, and the sale of cotton has been 
placed on a firmer basis. 


S. The United States Grain Stand- 


ards Act will secure uniformity in the 
grading of grain, enable the farmer 
to obtain fairer prices for his product, 
and afford him an incentive to raise 
better grades of grain. 
9. The United States Warehouse 


Act will enable the Department of 
Agriculture to license bonded ware- 
houses in the various states. It will 
lead to the development of better stor- 
age facilities for staple crops and will ' 
make possible the issuance of reliable 
warehouse receipts which will be wide- j 
ly and easily negotiable.

All of 


I the steps in the spread of the infec- 
' lion arc not known, but if this germ 


can be prevented from passing from 
the infected to the well person, the 
disease will ce-ase. 


Infantil paralysis is not a disease 


of recent origin. 
Sporadic or scat- 


tered cases have occurred throughout 
the country for many years, but it is 
only during the last" decade that the 
infection has assumed epidemic pro- 
portions in the United States. 
The 


present epidemic in New York City, 
on account of its 
magnitude and 


virulence, has awakened the resi- 
dents of many communities to the 
danger of the importation of the dis- 
ease into their midst. 
This danger 


is real, but if due precautions are 
exercised it is believed that the epi- 
demic will subside. 
The actual control of the present 


epidemic must be left to the city, 
state and federal authorities. 
These 


organizations will properly quaran- 
tine and care for affected persons, 
prescribe 
sanitary 
measures 
and 


limit as may be necessary the travel 
of individuals in order to protect 
neighboring districts from the infec- 
tion. 
Individuals and communties, 


however, can do much toward their 
own protection. 


Poliomyelitis is probably spread 


directly or indirectly, through 
the 


medium of infective secretions. 
Ac- 


count must therefore be taken by 
communities 
of 
every 
means 
by 


which such secretions are dissemi- 
nated. 
Promiscuous expectoration 


should be controlled. 
The common 


drinking cup affords a method for 
the interchange of materia'l of this 
nature and should therefore be abol- 
ished. 
Rigid cleanliness of glasses 


and utensils at soda fountains, in sa- 
loons and other public places should 
be 
enforced. Flies, 
roaches 
and 


other vermin, by coming in contact 
bly convey them to our food and thus 
with infected secretions, may possi- 
directly bring about the development 
of disease. 
Therefore eliminate in- 


sects. 
Street and house dust bear a 


definite relation to the 
spread of 


many infections and it is not unrea- 
sonable to presume that they may be 
a factor in the dissemination of in- 
fantile 
paralysis. 
Maintain 
strict 


cleanliness of streets, yards and al- 
leys in order to prevent the breeding 
of insects and other vermin. 
See 


that all garbage and waste are prop- 
erly cared for and collected at regu- 
lar and frequent nterva'is. Guard all 
food supplies, especially milk and 
other perishable products. 
Digest- 


ive troubles of children arising from 
the ingestion of food of questionable 
quality may lower resistance. 
As- 


ties are to be discouraged, if not ac- 
sembles of .chi'ldren in infected locali- 
tually forbidden. 
While the above 


measures are in a sense general, and 
applicable to many epidemic diseases, 
their importance should not be over- 
looked. 


Individual 
preventive 
measures 


may be thus summarized: 


Summon a physician at once and 


immediately notify the health officer 
of the presence of the disease. 
If the 


disease is present in the communiyt, 
medical aid should be sought when- 
ever a child is sick, no matter how 
tight the illness; many cases of in- 
fantile paralysis begin with a. slight 
indisposition. 
Should 
the 
illness 


prove to be infantile paralysis iso- 
late the patient, place a competent 
person in. charge, and 
reduce 
all 


ipmmunication with the sick room to 
a 'minimum. . Hospital care is prefer- 
able, riot only for the child hut in 
order to better safeguard against the 
spread'of the disease. The sick room 
should 
be 
well 
ventilated 
and 


screened. 
IsTasal and mouth .secre- 


,ions should be received in cloths, 
placed in a paper bag and burned. 
The clothing of the child, the bed 
inen, and the excretions should be 
disinfected in the same, manner as 
for typhoid fever, that is by boi'iing, 
the long continued application of 5 
per cent 
carbolic, 
or 
other 
well 


ecognized disinfectant. The same is 
true for dishes and drinking vessels. 
Nurses should exercise the same pre- 
cautions as> regards cleanliness of 
lands in caring for infantile paraly- 
sis patients as for those afflicted with 
other infectious diseases. 


A child may convey the disease to 


others even after a lapse of several 
weeks. 
For this reason quarantine 


should be maintained for a. consider- 
b'ie period, usually from six to eight 
weeks, and the above 
precautions 


should be adhered to during this 
ime. 
Disinfection of the room fol- 


owing recovery is advisable.

bounds, but no effort is ever mad 
to give the users of 'letter postage th1 
benefit of this increased volume. 


Attention is being called by tho as 


sociation to the fact that many larg< 
eastern magazines are enjoying an 
almost free rate of one 
cent pe: 


pound for the distribution of thei 
periodicals, although those who an 
familiar with the situation say tha 
it costs the government over i'igb 
cents a pound to distribute them 
Train load after train load of magu 
zines leave eastern cities for point 
all over the United States, the gov 
eminent transporting, handling and 
distributing ultimately a copy at i 
timo at one cent a pound, althougl 
the actual expense is many fold in 
excess of that amount. That these 
magazines which are growing ricl 
through charging fabulous sums foi 
advertising should pay cost of car 
riage is now regarded as an indis 
putable fact by those familiar with 
conditions in the postal department 
and it is said that a readjustment o 
rates will certainly be made at no 
distant day. 


If the letter users of the countr> 


are paying on their mail double the 
cost of its carriage it is held to be 
on'iy fair that magazines should pay 
their full share of the general ex- 
pense, but at the present time it is 
claimed that while letter postage pay 
a surplus of over ?75,000,000, the 
magazines eat up this surplus by 
having their product carried at an 
almost free rate.
